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A BLITZ on 

'envirocrime' has 
been launched by the 
Council and Hackney police. 

More than 50 officers 
were involved in a massive 
operation around the 
Stamford Hill area, which 
began at 1 0am and 
continued into the night. 

A Community Payback 
team of offenders were put 
to work removing graffiti 
around Stamford Hill 
station. 

The scheme ensures 
offenders carry out unpaid 
work on community 
projects chosen by 
residents, while supervised 
by Probation officers. 

Trading Standards officers 
deployed undercover teens 
in shops to catch out traders 
illegally selling alcohol, 
cigarettes, knives, and 


solvents to under 1 8s. 

Council environmental 
enforcement officers also 
towed away 1 0 vehicles 
illegally advertised for sale 
during the operation on 1 2 
July. Elsewhere, street 
wardens enforced littering 
laws, which include a 
potential £75 fine for 
dropping rubbish in the 
street such as cigarette butts. 

Cl Ir Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 

Neighbourhoods, said: "A 
safer, cleaner, and greener 
Hackney is at the heart of 
the Council's agenda to 
improve residents' quality of 
life. Days like this 
demonstrate our 
commitment to cracking 
down on 'envirocrime', and 
send out a clear message 
that our borough will not be 
blighted." 


Outreach workers also 
talked to street drinkers, 
offering advice on how to 
access support services such 
as a drop-in centre at 
Hackney Methodist Church, 
Mare Street. 

Residents and businesses 
could be consulted in future 
about a possible ban on 
drinking alcohol in the area. 

Shoppers and passers-by 
were given advice by 
officers at stands outside 
Somerfield supermarket on 
quitting smoking, burglary 
and cycle theft prevention 
measures, drug and alcohol 
abuse, and noise pollution 
among other issues. Police 
and Transport for London 
staff also patrolled bus 
routes, arresting two people 
for fraud and theft and 
reporting nine others for fare 
dodging. 


Chief Superintendent 
Steve Dann, Borough 
Commander of Hackney 
Police, also attended, to 


view the progress of the 
operation.

The sky’s the limit 


An innovative children's 
nursery in Hackney with a 
play area on the roof has 
been short-listed for a 
prestigious design award. 

The Rooftop Nursery in 
Lower Clapton is a finalist in 
the Prime Minister's Better 
Public Building Awards 
2007. 

This is just the latest high 
profile recognition for the 
nursery, whose sky-high, 
rubberised, safe play area is 
the first of its kind in the UK. 

It won a Council- 
sponsored Hackney Design 
Award in January and two 
Royal British Institute of 
Architecture (RIBA) awards 
last month for the London 
region and the UK. 

The nursery's ingenious 
rooftop playground is a 
creative way of making the 
most of limited space. 

Its interior is equally 
innovative, with sliding 
partitions and floor-to- 
ceiling curtains dividing the 
inside into 50 potentially 
different spaces. 

Cl Ir Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 


Regeneration and the 201 2 
Olympic & Paralympic 
Games, said: "This nursery 
is an inspirational piece of 
design and the Council 
would like to congratulate 
everyone involved in its 
continuing success. 

"Well-designed buildings 
and public spaces are a vital 
element in enhancing and 
strengthening our 
neighbourhoods. That is 
why the Council recently set 
up the borough's first Design 
Review Panel to ensure 
good design and 
architecture is reflected in 
all new developments in 
Hackney." 

The building in Ottaway 
Street opened 1 8 months 
ago as part of the UK's 
Neighbourhood Nurseries 
Initiative. It aims to provide 
affordable pre-school care 
for working mothers. 

The architects, 
WHAT_architecture, 
successfully created the 
building on a limited budget 
of just £330,000.

OVER £2 million for projects 
that benefit the borough has 
been set aside for Hackney's 
many community and 
voluntary groups. 

Organisations 
must now step 
forward with 
plans on 
how they 
would 
spend that 
money 
effectively, 
in order to 
get a share of 
the Council's 
Voluntary Sector 
Grants programme for 
2008/9. 

The £2.3 million 
programme is a vital source 
of funding for many of 
Hackney's key community 
organisations. 

Previous recipients have 


included Hackney Play 
Association, which runs 
outreach programmes for 
children; the Huddlestone 
Centre, which supports 
young people with 
disabilities and 
their families 
by providing 
education, 
recreation, 
social 

welfare and 
holidays; 
and the 
Halkevi 
Community 
Centre for local 
Kurdish and Turkish 
communities. 

Other organisations that 
have benefited in the past 
include The Pedro Estate 
Youth Club, Lubavitch Youth 
and Hoxton Hall. 

To be eligible for funding, 


organisations must be based 
in Hackney and run schemes 
that benefit local 
communities and reflect the 
Council's key priority areas.

Up on the catwalk 

WHAT do Kate Moss, 
Beyonce, and six students 
from Hackney Community 
College have in common? 
They've all worked with 
fashion designer Romero 
Bryan, who acted as a mentor 
and helped stage a catwalk 
show for the students at Tate 
Britain on 6 July. 

It was the culmination of a 10- 
week project themed around 
this year's 200th anniversary 
of the Abolition of the Slave 
Trade Act. 

The six 1 8-year-olds based 
their designs on sugar cane, 
Afro hairstyles, and whip 
marks left on the skin of 
slaves, while the project was 
organised by the University of 
the Arts London, Tate Britain 
and Arts Aimhigher. 

Mr Bryan said: "The standard 
of garments produced was 
unbelievable, some of them 
were of such a high standard I 
can imagine my high-profile 
clients wearing them." 

Investing in people 

IT'S official - the Council is a 
dab hand at people 
management, and has 
cemented its status in a 
national scheme. 

Hackney first achieved the 
Investor in People (IIP) 
standard in 2004, and 
following an inspection, the 
Council retained the title this 
month. 

The mark recognises 
organisations that actively 
seek to improve staff 
involvement, in areas 
including team meetings, 
appraisals and welcoming 
new starters. 

For example, Hackney Stars 
was launched last year, a 
Council-wide competition to 
acknowledge staff members' 
achievements. 

The Council is one of 30,000 
other organisations across the 
UK to have been awarded IIP 
status. 

Penny for the guy? 

SPENDING a penny in 
Hoxton is now a more 
convenient affair, with the 
installation of three temporary 
urinals at weekends. 

They are placed near Hoxton 
Square mid-evening and 
removed in the early hours, 
from Thursday to Sunday, as 
part of a three-month pilot 
scheme. 

The urinals can be found at: 

• Old St next to the fire station 

• Pitfield St near Old St 

• Hoxton St and Old St 
junction 

During the pilot, the urinals 
will be monitored to check 
they are in the most suitable 
places. 

The move follows 
complaints from residents 
tired of late-night revellers 
weeing in the streets. 
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T WO Hackney schools 
have won praise for 
being environmentally 
friendly in capital wide 
awards. 

Grazebrook and 
Holmleigh primary schools 
were commended by the 
Mayor of London, Ken 
Livingstone, for their green 
initiatives. 

Grazebrook pupils picked 
up a distinction award and 
£2,000 for their work to 
become a more energy 
efficient school. Year Five 
students initiated a 
campaign with the Council, 
to create a 25 strong Green 
Schools group, that now 
gets energy from a 
renewable source. 

Holmleigh 
youngsters won a 
highly 

commended 
award and 
£1,000 for 
their efforts to 
reduce litter 
by involving 
the whole 
school 
community 
of parents, 
teachers 


and pupils. Students also 
made a wildlife garden, 
which included frog hotels 
and ponds. 

Speaking at the London 
Schools Environment 
Awards on 4 July, Ken 
Livingstone, said: "I really 
want to commend the hard 
work of the children and 
teachers who have gotten 
involved with the awards 
this year, particularly 
Grazebrook Primary School 
and Holmleigh Primary 
School who submitted 
outstanding work." 

The awards are in their 
fourth year and a record 752 
schools across the capital 
entered this time around. 

Mayor Livingstone added: 

"It is 


important that children 
learn at an early age how to 
protect the environment by 
being aware of the threats 
posed by climate change 
and what they can do to 
make a difference. 

"The age of an individual 
Londoner does not alter the 
impact that they can have 
on climate change - young 
and old are involved in the 
fight against global and 
local emissions. 

"By educating children at 
primary school level, these 
awards foster children's 
sense of responsibility for 
their environment and at the 
same time influences the 
next generation's 
consciousness." 

The awards were 
established by the Mayor of 
London, with sponsorship 
from Thames Water, EDF 
Energy and the Department 
for Education and Skills.

New opportunities to recycle 

DRINKS cartons andTetra 
Paks are hard to recycle 
because they are made from 
various different materials, 
including cardboard, plastic 
and aluminium. 

Unlike glass, paper, tins or 
cans, they can't be recycled to 
make the same material over 
and over again, however they 
can be recycled to create other 
items. 

Up until now, reputable 
reprocessing facilities have also 
been limited and so local 
authorities like Hackney have 
been unable to offer a 
collection service. 

But the Council's recycling 
team is pleased to announce a 
trial is now underway to give 
residents the facility to recycle 
Tetra Paks and drink cartons in 
the borough. 

Four banks have been 
installed to date, with six more 
planned to arrive by 


September. The new banks are 
alongside existing recycling 
sites, at easily accessible 
locations around the borough.

THE Council is cracking down 
on fly-tippers who are 
dumping rubbish at recycling 
banks. 

Cases of illegal tipping are 
on the rise, but offenders risk a 
fine of up to £50,000 if they 
are caught in the act. 

And members of the public 
have been urged to report 
anyone seen dumping rubbish 
at a recycling bank. 

There are now over 80 
banks across the borough, 


where residents can recycle 
paper, tins, cans, plastic 
bottles, and glass. A number 
of them have also have textile 
and drink carton banks. 

The Council's recycling 
team have been busy 
improving the sites by 
refurbishing the bins, and 
putting up clear signs to help 
residents see what can be 
recycled. 

There has however, been an 
increase in illegal dumping 


and fly tipping next to the 
sites, making the street and 
recycling banks look very 
unappealing. 

Most of the dumped rubbish 
cannot be recycled. 

Environmental Enforcement 
Officers have been alerted 
and will prosecute any person 
found illegally dumping at any 
site, under the Environmental 
Protection Act 1 990. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhoods, 


said: "Dumping rubbish at 
recycling banks is not 
acceptable, by either residents 
or businesses. It's not only 
illegal and carries hefty fines, 
but also can't be recycled, 
discourages people from using 
the banks and makes a mess 
on the streets. It won't be 
tolerated."

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Spinning the wheel 


THE River Lea, where it 
flows through Hackney, 
was once the site of 
important watermills that 
shaped the area's economy 
and geography. 

The two mill complexes 
stood where the Lea Bridge 


and Ruckholt Roads cross 
the river. Although 
demolished in the 1 880s, 
their presence is recalled in 
names such as Mil Ifields 
and Temple Mills Road. 

The earliest record of Lea 
Bridge Mills dates from 


1 772, when owner 
Benjamin Ardley insured 
the timber and tiled 
building's contents. 

Four years later, new 
owners insured the mills 
again for £2,000, including 
dwelling rooms, offices and

eorge Bromley (M 793 ) 


a kiln, with the building 
described as being of 
timber and brick 
construction. A new policy 
of 1 782, increased the 
mills' value to £4,000. 

In 1 791 , the mills were 
hit by fire and 
subsequently rebuilt 
with a second kiln 
added. 

There were many 
changes of hand 
during the mills' 
working life, ending 
when they were 
bought by the East 
London Waterworks 
Company in 1 829, 
dismantled four years 
later, and a new mill built 
in 1 837 for pumping 
water. 

Temple Mills lay further 
downstream and were 
originally owned by the 
Knights Templar in the 
1300s. 


One of the mills was 
called Ruckholt and so 
gave its name to the later 
road. Despite all three mills 
being under one roof, the 
mills actually straddled the 
boundary between Leyton 
and Hackney. 


Not only did Temple Mills 
grind corn, at various times 
they were also used for 
making pins, printing 
fabrics, and boring tree 
trunks for water pipes. 


The mills passed through 
various owners, at one 
stage belonging to the 
Crown, and were used for 
many short-lived industries. 

In 1 601 , a 1 9-year lease 
was agreed between 
Edward Ryder, a 'citizen 

and haberdasher 
of London', and 
George Bromley, 
a 'yeoman of 
Ware'. The 
document still 
survives and is 
now in the care of 
Hackney Archives. 

In 1 834, Temple 
Mills were also 
— J bought by the East 
London 

Waterworks Company and 
demolished a few years 
later.

WHILST most of us enjoy sunny weather, extreme heat can 
damage health. 

In severe heat, the body becomes dehydrated and 
overheated. Symptoms include headaches, dizziness, 
nausea and vomiting, muscle weakness or cramps and a 
high temperature. 

Older people, babies and young children are at risk, as are 
those with chronic illnesses or reduced mobility. 

Illegal drugs and alcohol, strenuous exercise or heavy 
manual work can also lead to complications in extreme heat. 

There are some simple measures that you can take to 
reduce the risks. 

Firstly, try to stay out of the heat during the hottest part of 
the day. If you must do strenuous outdoor activity keep it for 
early morning and try to stay in the shade. 

If you are outside, wear a hat (particularly if your hair is 
thinning) and light, loose-fitting clothes and take plenty of 
water with you. 

In very severe heat you should stay inside in the coolest 
rooms as far as possible. Closing curtains cools rooms that 
get a lot of sun. Windows should be closed when it is cool 
inside, and opened when the temperature inside rises. 

Take cool showers or baths, and splash yourself several 
times a day with cold water. 

Drink regularly even if you do not feel thirsty - water or 
fruit juice are best. Try to avoid alcohol, tea and coffee, 
which make dehydration worse. 

Contact your doctor, pharmacist or NHS Direct if you are 
worried about your health during a heatwave, especially if 
you are taking medication, or have any unusual symptoms.

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A N innovative pay-as- 
you-go project to 
help reduce traffic 
jams and pollution, as well 
as offering residents cheaper 
car hire is coming to 
Hackney. 

The Hackney Car Club, set 
to launch in October, aims 
to relieve parking pressures 
within the borough and 
reduce reliance on private 
vehicles. 

Club members will be 
able to book a car online or 
over the phone, as little as 
30 minutes before they want 
to travel, and use remotely 
activated smartcards to 
unlock the vehicle. 

At the end of the journey, 
the car is left in a dedicated 
on-street parking bay, which 
means there is always a 
guaranteed space. 

The cars will be available 
24 hours a day and can be 
rented by the hour, day, 
week or month. Prices start 
from £4.95 an hour, with the 
first 30 miles of petrol free. 
Residents and businesses 


can join for as little as £50 a 
year. This compares 
favourably with the £2,749 
that the AA estimates is the 
average annual cost of 
owning a car. The scheme 
will be operated by Streetcar, 
who signed a contract with 
the Council on 1 8 July to 
operate the Club, following 
a competitive tendering 
process. 

Pay-as-you-go car clubs 
are proving increasingly 
popular across London and 
major cities in Europe and 
the US. 

Research into car clubs 
shows that one car club 
vehicle can replace six 
private vehicles. More recent 
research by Transport for 
London (TfL) indicated 
numbers could be even 
higher than this. 

Councillor Alan Laing, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: "The 
Hackney Car Club scheme is 
a worthwhile project for the 
borough. It will make 
vehicles accessible to those 


residents who currently need 
to make some, necessary, 
journeys by car, but are 
unable to afford to run their 
own vehicle. 

"It is also a sustainable 
transport option that 
supports the Council's 
priority to make the borough 
cleaner and greener." 

From October there wi 1 1 
be 1 2 Hackney Car Club 
cars located at on-street bays 
across the borough available 
to members, together with 
other Streetcar vehicles from 
neighbouring boroughs. 

Streetcar currently has 450 
cars in London, 

Southampton and Brighton 
and is the UK's biggest pay- 
as-you-go car club.

Off with the rails 


SO-called 'safety' features 
are to be stripped from 
many of Hackney's roads 
after research found they 
could contribute to 
accidents. 

The Council is set to 
embark on a radical 
reduction of pedestrian 
guard railings, starting with 
Mare Street in central 
Hackney. 

The move comes after a 
Counci l-commissioned 
study found that railings 
discouraged walking by 
restricting pedestrian 
access. 

They also gave greater 
priority to vehicles and had 
a negative impact on the 
street scene. 

The research also 
revealed poorly placed 
guard railings can increase 
the chance of collisions by 
making pedestrians take 
risks and cross roads in 
dangerous locations. 

They may even 
contribute to the injury of 


cyclists, who can get 
trapped between vehicles 
and guard railings. 

The Hackney scheme 
follows improvements to 
Kensington High Street, in 
west London, where the 
number of railings was 
massively reduced, 
resulting in a cut in 
casualties. 

The findings were 
independently verified by a 
safety consultant, who 
agreed the majority of 
guard railings are not 
required for pedestrian 
safety and restrict 
movement in the town 
centre unnecessarily. 

Councillor Alan Laing, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
"Pedestrian guard railings 
are currently a subject of 
great interest in London. It 
is a contentious issue that 
requires a balance to be 
found between 
maintaining an attractive 
street environment and

"Making Hackney safer is 
a priority for the Council. 
The study was vital and has 
highlighted a real need to 
improve pedestrian safety 
and the street scene in the 
borough." 


Guard railings are due to 
be removed from Mare 
Street next month. This will 
widen the footpath, 
improve accessibility for 
pedestrians, de-clutter the 
area and enhance the 
street's appearance.

Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough.
